b. From previous descriptions of the twin-engine air- 
craft stationed at the field it is inferred that they are 
B-25s and Bouton-IIIs. 
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e.. The information that four-engine aircraft were first 
observed at the field in August 1949 does not indicate 
when these planes arrived at tne BOBxl’UISK airfield, since 
planes of this type were observed there in the Summer of 
1947 *. The report confirms, however, .revious obserr-ations, 
according to which an air transport squadron of four-engine 
planes was stationed at the BOBRUISK airfield. 
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
